HiOTORY OF THE 
MISOION INN 





There are probably few News read- 
ers but have visited the Mission Inn 
at Riverside and marveled at the 
wonders there performed, but in vis- 


iting the place few realize that the 
Inn is the result of the work of a 
life-time with a high ideal always in 
view. 

Following will be found a_ history 
of the Inn, recently published, and 
you will enjoy reading it: 

It seems absolutely impossible that 
no white man lived in Riverside pre- 
vious to 1870. Such, however, is 
the case. In that year the Southern 
California Colony Association, led by 
Judge John North of Minnesota, a 
friend of Lincoln’s, and composed of 
men from Minnesota, Iowa, Indiana, 
and New England, bought from Louis 
j Rubidoux the mesa land east of the 
Santa Ana river which has developed 
into the city of Riverside. The land 
without water and for the first 
winter all the water used by the set- 
tlers was hauled in barrels from the 
The spirit of these g6ettlers 





was 





an irrigation ditch to the townsite, 
from three to four miles up the river. 
But even before this ditch was com- 
pleted the colonists had 
100,000 fruit trees, and what is more 
noteworthy, nearly as many é6hade 
trees along the prospective streets. 
With such a spirit it is not to be 
wondered at that Riverside was one 
of the first cities in the United 
States to have a city tree warden or 
that it is considered one of the 
beautiful places of the West. In 
1873 an influential group of men 
came to Riverside to make _ their 
home, and it was in that year that 
the colony began its splendid devel- 
opment. In 1878 also the two origi- 
nal navel orange trees were 
to Riverside from Washington as an 
experiment. 

To those two trees planted at Riv 
erside is due the California’ 
dustry of today. Their

side in 1873. Captain Miller had 
been a railroad engineer in Wiscon- 
sin. At Riverside he planned the 
main irrigation ditch and had super- 
vision of many other important works 
such as the platting, construction and 
tree planting of Magnolia avenue. In 
1874 the captain received from the 
company the block bordered by Main 
jand Orange street and between Sixth 
and Seventh streets, in lieu of $3875 
back pay that was due him. As 
there was opportunity between per- 
‘iods of his engineering work, Cap- 
tain Miller built on this block an 
adobe house. The oldest son, Frank 
Miller, made the abode bricks, bare- 
footed, under the instruction of an 
Indian Miguel, and the father laid 
the adobes in the walls. The house 
was finished in the summer of 1876, 





and was the largest house in River-| 


side. It had six rooms on the first 
floor and nine on the low ceiling 
second story. The girls, Emma and 
Alice, were good cooks, and _ the 
mother a fine housekeeper, and Ed, 
the younger brother, generally use- 
ful. In 1877 the little hotel next 
door burned down, and the Miller 
family commenced keeping boarders. 
The father was away in different 
parts of the state a great deal of the 
time, and Frank and Alice and the 
mother operated the little hotel. It 
was first called the Glenwood Tav- 
ern, As its popularity grew, owing 
to its simple, unpretentious, home- 
like, cordial management, other lit- 
tle buildings were added to the or- 
iginal cottage, and it had soon chang- 
ed its name to the Glenwood Cot- 
tages. Then, later it became the 
Glenwood Hotel. 

Part of the original 
stead stands today as a memorial 
of the beginning of it all, used as a 
but all the others of the 
earlier buildings have long since dis-

appeared. The country round about 
is steeped in Spanish and Francis- 
can Mission traditions. Appreciating 


this and the importance of the ear- 
liest monuments of Christian civili- 
zation on the Pacific Coast, Frank 
A. Miller, now known as the Master 
of the Inn, dreamed of a hotel that 
should picture the romance and 
ideals and charm of the Mission per- 
iod. The Mission Inn of today, re- 
placing the Glenwood Cottages and 
the Glenwood Hotel, is the accom- 
plishment ef that dream. The old 
monks built good buildings, suitable 
for the Southern California climate. 
These buildings had heavy walls so 
that they were cool in summer and 
warm in winter. There was genuine 
hospitality in the old Missions. The 
monks were good hotel keepers as 
well as spiritual and_ intellectual 
leaders. The Spanish motto at the 
Mission Inn door ‘“Mnter, friend, 
this is your house.” So would the 
old monks have spoken. It was in 
1902 that the new Glenwood of brick 
and concrete replaced the old frame 
buildings of the seventies, eighties 
and nineties. It was appropriate that 
the name should become changed 
gradually from Glenwood Hotel and 
New Glenwood Hotel to Glenwood 
Mission Inn and then to Mission Inn. 
The building of 1902 was thoroughly 
Mission, with its arches and plaster- 
ed walls and its simple interior. It 
was homelike and restful, and _ re- 
minded one of the inns of Europe 
rather than an Amertecan hotel. Mr. 
Miller had never been to Burope un- 
til 1907. The result of his first jour- 
ney abroad was the building of the 
Cloister, the addition of 1909. This 
was entirely of concrete, and was 
even more simple than the building 
of 1902. In it more minute attention 
was paid to the distinctive features 
of the California Missions. When 
the Cloister was finished Mr. Miller 
went to Spain to get old-time furni- 
ture for it, and the result of this 
journey was the building of the two 
Spanish wings and the new Court 
of the Fountain in 1914. In this ada- 
dition were incorporated many char- 
acteristic features of buildings in 
Spain. The Mission Inn of today 
occupies an entire city block, is four 
stories high and is built around two 
open courts full of shrubs, flowers, 
tropical plants and trees, the homes 
of the birds, especially of the fa- 
mous Macaws. Much of the walls of 
the building is hidden in ivy. The 
keynote of the place is a motto 
which hangs in the lobby, which ap- 
plies today as much as it would in 
the little Glenwood Cottage of 1876: 
“Ye Canna Expect to be Baith Gran 
an Comf’table.” The whole place is 
characterized by restful simplicity.

CHAPTER 1. 

Major Amberson had “made a for- 
tune” in 1873, when other people were 
losing fortunes, and the magnificence 
of the Ambersons began then. Their 
splendor lasted all the years that saw 
their Midland town spread and darken 
into a city, but reached its topmost 
during the period when every prosper- 
ous family with children kept a New- 
foundland dog. 

In that town in those days all the 
women who wore silk or velvet knew 
all the other women who wore silk or 
velvet, and when there was a new 
purchase of sealskin sick people were 
got to windows to see it go by. Every- 
.body knew everybody else’s family 
horse and carriage, could identify such 
a silhouette half a mile down the 
street, and thereby was sure who was 
‘going to market or to a reception or 
coming home from office or store to 
noon dinner or evening supper. 

During the earlier years of this pe- 
riod elegance of personal appearance 
was believed to rest more upon the 
texture of garments than upon their 
shaping. A slk dress needed no re- 
modeling when it was a year or so old; 
it remained distinguished by merely 
remaining silk. Old men and gover- 
nors wore broadcloth; “full dress” was 
broadcloth with “doeskin” trousers; 
and there were seen men of all ages 
to whom a hat meant only that rigid, 
tall silk thing known to impudence as 
a “stovepipe.” In town and country 
these men would wear no other hat, 
and, without seif-consciousness, they 
went rowing In such hats. 

Trousers with a crease were consid- 
ered plebeian; the crease proved that 
the garment had lain upon a shelf, and 
hence was “ready made;” these be- 
traying trousers were called “hand- 
me-downs,” in allusion to the shelf. In 
the early eighties, while bangs and 
bustles were having their way with 
women, that variation of dandy known 
as the “dude” was invented: he wore 
trousers as tight as stockings, dagger- 
pointed shoes, a spoon “derby,” a 
single-breasted coat called a “Chester- 
field,” with short flaring skirts, a tor- 
turing cylindrical collar, laundered to 
a polish and three Inches high, while 
his other neckgear might be a heavy, 
puffed cravat or a tiny bow fit fora 
doll’s braids. With evening dress he 
wore a tan overcoat so short that his 
black coattails hung visibie, five inches 
below the overcoat; but after a season 
or two he lengthened his overcoat till 
it touched his heels, and he passed out 
of his tight trousers into trousers like 
great bags. Then presently he was 
seen no more, though the word that 
had been coined for him remained in 
the vocabularies of the impertinent. 

Surely no more is needed to prove 
that so short a time ago we were liv- 
ing in another age! 

At the beginning of the Ambersons’ 
great period most of the houses of the 
Midland town were of a pleasant ar- 
chitecture. They lacked style, but also 
pretentiousness, and whatever does 
not pretend at all has style enough. 
They stood in commodious yards, well 
shaded by leftover forest trees, elm 
and walnut and beech, with here and 
there a line of tall sycamores where 
the land had been made by filling 
bayous from the creek. The house of 
a “prominent resident,” facing Mill- 
tary square or National avenue or Ten- 
nessee street, was built of brick upon 
a stone foundation, or of wood upon a 
brick foundation. Usually it had a 
“front porch” and a “back porch;” 
often a “side porch,” too. There was 
a “front hall;” there was a “side hall,” 
and sometimes a “back hall.” From 
the “front hall” opened three rooms, 
the “parlor,” the “sitting room” and 
the “library ;” and the IMbrary could 
show warrant to its title—for some 
reason these peopte bought books. 
Commonly the family sat more in the 
library than in the “sitting room,” 
while callers, when they came for- 
mally, were kept to the “parlor,” a 
place of formidable polish and discom- 
fort. The upholstery of the library 
furniture was a little shabby, but the 
hostile chairs and sofa of the “parlor” 
always looked ngw. For all the wear 
and tear they got they should have 
lasted a thousand years. 

Upstairs were the bedrooms; “moth- 
er and father's room” the largest; a 
smaller room for one or two sons, 
another for one or two daughters; 
each of these rooms containing a 
double bed, a “washstand,” a “bureau,” 
a wardrobe, a little table, a rocking 
chair, and often a chair or two that 
had been slightly damaged down- 
stairs, but not enough to justify either 
the expense of repair or decisive 
abandonment in the attic. And there 
was always a “spare room,” for visi- 
tors (where the sewing machine usu- 
ally was kept), and during the seven- 
ties there developed an appreciation 
of the necessity for a bathroom. 

At the rear of the house, upstairs, 
was a bleak little chamber, called “the 
girl’s room,” and in the stable there 
was another bedroom, adjoining the 
hayloft, and called “the hired man’s 
room.” House and stable cost seven 
or eight thousand dollars to build, and 


people with that much money to invest 
in such comforts were classified as the 
Rich. They paid the inhabitant of 
“the girl’s room” two dollars a week, 
and, in the.latter part of this period, 
two dollars and a half, and finally 
three dollars a week. She was Irish 
ordinarily, or German, or it might be 
Scandinavian, but never native to the 
land unless she happened to be a per- 
son of coler. The man or youth who 
lived in the stable had like wages, and 
sometimes, too, was lately a steerage 
voyager, but much oftener he was col- 
ored 
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After sunrise on pleasant mornings 
the alleys behind the stables were gay; 
laughter and shouting went up and 
down their dusty lengths, with a lively 
accompaniment of currycombs knock- 
ing against back fences and stable 
walls, for the darkies loved to curry 
thetr horses in the alleys. Darkies 
always prefer to gossip in shoits in- 
stead of whispers; and they feel that 
profanity, unless it bé vociferous, is 
almost worthless. Horrible phrases 
were caught by early rising children 
and carried to older people for defini- 
tion, sometimes at inopportune mo- 
ments; while less investigative chil- | 
dren would often merely repeat the 
phrases in some subsequent flurry of 
agitation, and yet bring about conse- 
quences so emphatic as to be recalied 
with ease in middle life. 

They have passed, those darky hired 
men of the Midland town. The 
stebles have been transformed into 
other likenesses, or swept away, like 
the woodsheds where were kept the 
stovewood and kindling that the “girl” 
and the “hired man” always quarreled 
over: who should fetch it. \ 

So with other vanishings. There 
were the little bunty street cars on the 
long, single track that went its 
troubled way among the cobblestones. | 
At the rear door of the car there was | 
no platform, but a step where passen- | 





gers clung in wet clumps when the 
weather was bad and the car crowded. 
The patrons—if not too absent-minded | 
—put their fares into a slot; and no 
conductor paced the heaving floor, but 
the driver would rap remindingly with | 
his elbow upon the glass of the door | 
to his little open platform if the nick- 
els and the passengers did not appear | 
to coincide in number. A lone mule | 
drew the car, and sometimes drew it 
off the track, when the passengers | 
would get out and push it on again. 
They really owed it courtesies like 
this, for the car was genially accom- 
modating: a lady could whistle to it | 
from an upstairs window, and the car | 
would halt at once and wait for her | 
while she shut the window, put on her | 
hat and cloak, went downstairs, found | 
an umbrella, told the “girl” what to 
have for dinner, and came forth from 
the house. 

They even had time to dance | 
“square dances,” quadrilles and “lan- 
cers;” they also danced the “rac- 
quette” and schottisches and polkas, 
and such whims as the “Portland 
fancy.” They pushed back the sliding | 
doors between the “parlor” and the 
“sitting room,” tacked down crash | 
over the carpets, hired a few palms 
in green tubs, stationed three or four 
Italian musicians under the stairway 
in the “front hall”—and had great 
nights! 

“Keeping open house,” was a merry 
custom; it has gone, ’ike the all-day 
picnic in the woods, and like that pret- 
tlest of all vanished customs, the sere- | 
nade. When a lively girl visited the | 
town she did not long go unserenaded, | 
though a visitor yas not indeed needed | 
to excuse a serenade. Of a summer | 
night young men would bring an or- 
chestra under a pretty girl’s window— 
or, it might be, her father’s, or that 
of an alling maiden aunt—and flute, 
harp, 'cello, cornet and bass viol would 
pleasantly release to the dulcet stars 
such melodies as sing through “You'll | 
Remember Me,” “I Dreamt That I | 
Dwelt in Marble Halls,” “Silver 
Threads Among the Gold,” “Kathleen 
Mavourneen,” or “The Soldier’s Fare- 
well.” 

Croquet and the mildest archery | 
ever known were the sports of people | 
still young and active enough for so 
much exertion; middle age played 
euchre, There was a_ theater, next , 
door to the Amberson hotel, and when 
Edwin Booth came for a night every- 
body who could afford to buy a ticket 
was there, and all the “hacks” in town | 
were hired. “The Black Crook” also | 
filled the theater, but the audience 
then was almost entirely of men, who 
looked uneasy as they left for home 
when the final curtain fell upon the 
shocking. girls dressed as fairies. But 
the theater did not often do so well; 
the people of the town were still too 
thrifty. 

They were thrifty because they were 
the sons or grandsons of the “early 
settlers,” who had opéned the wilder- 
ness and had reached it from the East | 
and the South with Wagons and axes 
and guns, but with no money at all. 
The ploneers were thrifty or they 
would have perished: they had to 
store away food for the winter, or 
goods to trade for food, and they

{in their sons and grandsons. In the 
minds of most of these, indeed, their 
thrift was next to their religion: to 
Save, even for the sake of saving, was 
their earliest lesson and discipline.

SOAP MINE {S BEING WORKED 
ON DESERT 

Hight thousand pounds of soap, 
mined from the newest of the chemi- 
cai discoveries on the Mojave Desert, 
is being used daily in the laundries 
of Los Angeles. 

The soap is taken from a mine five 
miles from Barstow on the road to 
Daggett, and is prepared by the Cali- 
fornia Master Products Corporation. 





-|A Mexican made the discovery of a 


whitish substance that looks, in the 
mass, like lumps of plaster of Paris. 
The Mexican told the story of the 
discovery to L. F. Caswell of the 
Peerless Laundry in Los Angeles and 
the investigation that followed  re- 
sulted in the organization of a com- 
pany to mine the soap. The vein 
from which the soap is mined runs 
for five miles through the desert. 
The chemical analysis shows the prin- 
cipal ingredient to be aluminum sili- 
cate. The entire output of the mine 
is now going to laundries and hotels.
